• Since demonetization of-silver, tbe land

CONQUEST OF THE NORTHWEST. 


k Was Aeaaitml From the Brltfeh by 


Force of Arm*. 


In 1776, wbeu independence was de- 


clared, the United States incfndedenly 
the 18 original states on ^fce seaboard. 
With the exception of a few^hnnters, 
there were no white men west of the 
Allegbany mountains, and there was 
not even an American hunter m the 
great country out of which we have 
since made the states of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. All 
this region north of the Ohio rivor then 
formed a part of the province of Quebec. 
It was a wilderness of forests and 
prairies, teemiiig with game and inhab- 
Hed by many warlike tribes of Indians. 


Here and there throngh it were dot- 


ted quaint little towns of French Creoles, 
the most important being Detroit, Vin- 
eennes, on the Wabash, and Kaskaslna 
and Kahokia, on the Illinoia 
These 


French villages were ruled by British 
officers commanding small bodies of reg- 
ular soldiers or Tory rangers and Creole 
partisans. The towns were completely 
In the power of the British government 
None of the American states bad actual 
possession of a foot of property in the 
Northwestern territory. 


The northwest was acquired at the 


time of the Revolution only by armed 
conquest, and if it bad not been so ac- 
quired it would have remained a part of 
the British Dominion of Canada. 


The man to whom this conquest was 


due was a famous backwoods leader, a 
mighty hunter, a poted Indian fighter— 
George Rogers Clark. He was a very 
strong man, with light hair and blue 
eyes, of a good Virginian family, who, 
early in his youth, «kubarked on tbe ad- 
venturous career of a backwoods survey- 
or, exactly as Washington and so many 
other young Virginians of spirit did at 
that period. He traveled out to Ken- 
tucky soon after it was opened up by 
Boone and lived there for a year, either 
at the stations or camping by himself in 
the woods, surveying, hunting and mak- 
ing war against the Indians like any 
other settler. Bnt all the .time his mind 
was bent on vaster schemes than were 
dreamed of by the men around him. He 
had his spies out in the Northwestern 
territory and became convinced that 
with a small force of resolute back- 
woodsmen he conld conquer It for the 
United States. 
When he went back to 


Virginia, Governor Patrick Henry en- 
tered heartily into Clark's schemes and 
gave him authority to fit out a force for 
his purpose. —Theodore Roosevelt in St 
Nicholas.

Sweet Peas. 


Whether sweet peas can bo success- 


fully planted in autumn depends largely 
on the latitude, says Garden and For- 
est 
In the southern states fall plaut- 


ing is a necessity, for this ia the only 
way to give the plants a cool soil in 
which to make a strong, early root 
growth. Coining farther north, fal) 
planting is safe up to perhaps tbe lati- 
tude of Washington, where the chances 
are about eqca.1 between planting in Jute 
autumn aud in February. In southern 
(Jalifovwia peas luust. be brought into 
bloom as early as ^February, althongk 
the nights are so cool there that they 
may l>o planted during any month in 
the year. The rule observed by the 
large seed growers is to plant just ahead 
of the ruiuy season. Indeed they have 
acres of volunteer s'syeef peas^tbat i 
froin, seed Vh.icb, were scattered on the 
ground djmtig the harvest—and 45 
mile* south of San Francisco these vol- 
unteer plants aro in bloom by the 1st of 
May uud often earty in ApriL

The more woody 
any food product become*-the less pala- 
table it is; hence, though it should not 
lose in feeding value when viewed 
from the standpoint of tbe chemist, it 
does lose rapidly iu feeding valne when 
viewed from the standpoint of tho feeder. 


Kentucky bine gram should be cut aa 


BOOU as it is fully oat in bead. If al- 
lowed to stand longer, it will in a few 
days become so woody that it will be 
difficult to mow. It will turn into what 
the old acythemeii used to call "wire 
grass." 


What has been said of blue gram is 


also true of 01 chard grass, which will 
soon forget how to grow on these west- 
ern prairies unless our farmers SOW 
more of it 
It is simply astonishing 


how quickly it will become woody, and 
as, like blue grass, it is ready for cut- 
ting while the farmer ia usually busy 
with his corn it is almost pertain thai 
it will be allowed to stand too long be- 
fore n ia cut, Aud all tiat has been 
said of blue grass and orchard grass will 
apply equally to tall oat grass. 


Timothy may btand somewhat longer 


than the grasses named, but care should 
be takeu not to allow it to stand too 
long. It does not become woody near- 
ly so rapidly aw the grasses previously 
named; hence there is pot the same 
imperative necessity for promptness, in. 
dealing with it- It should be cut when 
in full bloom.. Some advocate cutting 
it vi heu in what is culled the second 
bloom. 


All things considered, timothy should 


be cut when in full bloom, but for 
horses gomuthing may be saved in dnst- 
iufbfi f lorn the shedding of tliu blc^sctna 
if cut at a later stage. 


Millet is a \eritable godsend to the 


western farmer, but tliere is no gift 
more abused. Neaily all tha complmnts 
winch arise from feeding millet axe 
tho outcome pf improper modes of han- 
dling it. Millet does not head out even,- 
ly. By the time that the small and late 
heads aie fully ouf the early heads are 
ripe. 
J^ever mind the late appearing 


heads. As soon as the field is fairly out 
m head cut it down. Millet fahould pot 
be Allowed to stand until eveu the earli- 
est uppearmg heads will shed any 0< 


aeir seeds while being cured.- 


A great mistake is made in so 


many instances in the time at which 
Wild bay is cut. It is frequently al- 
owod to stand until much of the feed- 
ng value is gone. Like timothy, it will 
ot lose in feeding value so quickly as 
ome other grasses, but it should gen- 
rally be cut sooner than it is now har- 
ested by the average, farmer, according 
q the writer pf ^he f oregoing, a, cprr?

John Botyer, of Botkins, met with a 


serious accident about 5 o'clock yes- 
terday aftgrnoon, He was run over 
by a C., H. & D. freight train, injur- 
ing bis left foot and breaking his 
right leg between the hip and knee 
and between the knee and the ankle. 


In company with his brother Wil- 


liam they came to Sidney yesterday 
uiorning. They started to the C , H. 
& D. depot with the intention of 
taking tbe afternoon passenger train 
borne. When tbey arrived at the 
depot they learned that the train 
h*d gone. A north-bound freight 
train happened along and they con- 
cluded to ride home on it ratber than 
wait until 8:24, tbe time the next 
passenger train was due. They got 
on the freight and walked up 'several 
cars to a flat car where they expected 
to remain. 
When the train was 


about a mile north of Sidney tbe 
conductor came along and asked them 
where they were going. He directed 
his words to Jobn, who replied that 
they wanted to ride to Botkins. The 
conductor then ordered them off. 
Jobn said he would pay tbe fare to 
Botkins. To this tbe conductor re- 
plied, "damn the fare," and again 
ordered them off. Jobn reached in 
bis pocket to get his money to pay 
for the ride. At tbe same moment 
the conductor pulled out bis knife and 
started at bim with it open. In or- 
der to moid receiving a wound he 
stepped backward, and as he did be 
stepped off tbe end of the car and 
fell on toe track, receiving injuries 
as stated above. In the meantime 
his brother bad jumped from the car. 
After Jobs fell the conductor did not 
stop tils train but went on as if noth 
ing bad occurred. This is the story 
of the case as told by William, and it 
was corroborated in every particular 
by Jobn, wbo was conscious after the 
accident had occurred until placed 
under the influence of chloroform by 
physicians. 


Immediately after tbe accident oc- 


curred William reported tbe matter 
to the agent here. The railroad phy- 
sician was called and the injured man 
taken to the Sidney House where bis 
injuries were dresaed. It was at first 
thought necessary to amputate the 
right leg near the blp joint but after 
consultation with his folks it was de- 
cided to make aa effort to save the 
limb. He rested easy last nigbt and 
is now getting along very well.
